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NOW  FOR  THE  NEWS 

It  has  been  several  years  since  the  last  issue  of 
the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation  Newsletter 
appeared.  However,  in  the  meanwhile  EEF  has 
expanded  its  scope  of  interest  and  concern 
without  abandoning  areas  hitherto  supported. 
This  issue  of  the  Newsletter  will  report  on  the 
interim  developments  in  the  various  aspects  of 
EEF  activities,  the  current  scene  and  a look 
toward  the  future. 

The  Foundation  has  maintained  adherence  to 
its  doctrine  of  contributing  to  concerns  that  were 
too  unique  and  controversial  to  receive  more  trad- 
itionally oriented  support,  in  areas  where  human 
potential  was  limited  by  adverse  physical,  mental 
or  social  conditions.  The  primary  EEF  principle  to 
give  seed  money  to  various  activities  has  served 
as  a gateway  to  progress  in  numerous  fields  of 
human  concern. 

This  principle  is  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
photograph  of  the  entrance  to  the  new  headquar- 
ters of  the  ONE  Institute  and  branch  of  the 
Erickson  Educational  Foundation. 

NEW  HOME  FOR  ONE  INSTITUTE 

A beautiful  three-an-a-half  acre  estate  including 
several  neo-classical  mansions  located  in  the 
Wilshire  District  of  Los  Angeles,  was  purchased 
by  EEF  and  presented  to  ONE  Institute  for  its  joint 
use.  The  buildings  were  designed  by  noted  archi- 
tect G.  L.  Stimson,  best  known  for  the  Wrigley 
mansion  in  Pasadena,  which  Isaac  Milbank,  a 
leading  Los  Angeles  citizen,  wanted  as  a model 
for  his  home. 

A noteworthy  factor  of  the  purchase  (Project 
No.  IX)  was  that  a million  and  a half  dollars  worth 
of  gold  coins,  Krugerrands,  were  used  as  a major 
part  of  the  payment,  two  days  before  the  price  of 
gold  fell  by  $200  an  ounce. 

LIBRARY  ADDITIONS 

The  Blanche  M.  Baker  Memorial  Library  of  ONE 
Institute  is  expanding  to  include  areas  of  medical 
frontiers  as  well  as  parapsychology  and  meta- 
physics. 

Dr.  Harry  Benjamin,  pioneer  researcher  in  sex- 
ology, who  knew  other  such  pioneers  as  Freud 
and  Havelock  Ellis,  has  donated  his  library  to  the 
Blanche  M.  Baker  Memorial  Library. 


IN  THE  PAST 

For  more  than  thirty  years  ONE,  Inc.  was  a 
center  for  community  education  and  service  in  the 
sociological  and  psychological  field  of  sexuality 
and  various  expressions  of  it. 

It  conducted  workshops,  seminars,  lectures, 
travel  series,  counseling,  published  newsletters 
and  journals  as  well  as  the  Annotated  Biblio- 
graphy of  Homosexuality.  The  Erickson  Educa- 
tional Foundation  was  an  ongoing  contributor  to 
the  operating  foundation,  the  Institute  for  the 
Study  of  Human  Resources  and  sponsored  the 
Bibliography  which  is  now  in  its  third  printing. 

ONE  INSTITUTE  CHARTERED 

The  structure  of  the  ONE  INSTITUTE  includes: 

I.  The  College  for  Community  Education 

Primary  interest:  service  to  the  community, 
educational  and  cultural,  covering  studies  in 
sociology,  religion  and  literature  in  the  field  of 
sexual  identity. 

II.  The  Graduate  School 

Offers  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  homophile 
studies. 

III.  The  Center  for  Advanced  Studies 

A.  The  H.  Hamilton  Williams  Post-doctoral 
Program:  looking  at  major  aspects  of  human 
identity.  The  Center  recently  received  the  H. 
Hamilton  Williams,  Ph.D.,  Fellowship  grant 
for  students  in  the  field  of  homosexuality 
and  racial  and  sexual  minorities,  and  the 
interrelationship  between  sexuality  and 
race. 

B.  The  Center  for  Advanced  Medical  Studies 

Established  by  a group  of  prominent  physi- 
cians to  study  creative  areas  of  medicine 
and  science  dealing  with  gender  identity, 
bio-genetics,  bio-sociology  and  general 
scientific  study  of  human  identity  and 
various  aspects  of  sexuality. 

C.  The  Center  for  Metaphysics  and  Personal 
Integrity 

Covers  research  into  the  demonstration  of 
the  power  of  metaphysical  thought  and  the 
expression  of  personal  integrity.  Also 
included  is  a library  of  metaphysical  books, 
tapes  and  papers. 


MEDALS  OF  HONOR  AWARDED 


INTERNATIONAL  ASSOCIATION 


EEF  presented  its  Harry  Benjamin,  M.D.,  Medal 
of  Honor  and  a plaque  to  W.  Dorr  Legg,  honoring 
his  years  of  dedicated  service  in  the  leadership  of 
ONE,  Inc.,  and  The  Institute  for  the  Study  of 
Human  Resources.

In  recognition  of  his  heroic  action  in  the  rescue 
of  a survivor  of  the  Potomac  River  air  crash  on 
January  13,  1982,  EEF  awarded  the  Harry  Benja- 
min M.D.  Medal  of  Honor  to  M.  Leonard  Skutnik 
III. 

Lenny  Skutnik,  a young  husband  and  father, 
dived  into  the  icy  river  to  save  a drowning  woman. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Medal  of  Honor  award,  he 
was  also  presented  with  three  gold  Krugerrands 
from  the  Foundation  as  a token  of  admiration  for 
his  selfless  action. 

The  EEF  Medal  for  Heroes  (Project  No.  1700)  is 
designed  to  focus  attention  on  individuals  who 
demonstrate  high  moral  values  into  action, 
creating  a model  for  inspiration  and  emulation. 

ASSOCIATION  NEWSLETTER 

At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Harry  Benjamin,  EEF 
agreed  to  sponsor  a newsletter  for  The  Harry  Ben- 
jamin International  Gender  Dysophoria  Associa- 
tion, starting  with  the  Spring  1983  issue,  edited  by 
Paul  A.  Walker,  Ph.D.,  and  Zelda  R.  Suplee. 

Primarily  designed  for  the  members  of  the 
organization,  the  distribution  of  the  newsletter 
will  be  extended  to  include  hospitals  and  law- 
enforcement  agencies.  This  is  part  of  the  long- 
time EEF  endeavor  to  educate  the  public  in  under- 
standing the  dilemma  of  gender  dysphoria  and 
transsexualism  and  to  be  informed  of  the  scien- 
tific, social  and  legal  developments  in  the  field.

The  First  International  Symposium  on  Gender 
Identity  was  held  in  London  in  1969.  It  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation, 
which  later  sponsored  conferences  in  Copen- 
hagen and  Dubrovnik.  Further  meetings  were 
undertaken  by  professional  medical  groups. 
During  the  International  Gender  Dysphoria  Sym- 
posium at  the  University  of  California  in  San 
Diego,  a professional  society  was  founded:  The 
Harry  Benjamin  International  Gender  Dysphoria 
Association. 

The  Association,  which  made  Dr.  Reed  Erickson 
an  honorary  member,  is  named  in  honor  of  Harry 
Benjamin,  M.D.,  pioneer  researcher,  practitioner 
and  humanitarian,  author  of  The  Transsexual 
Phenomenon,  first  scientific  work  on  the  subject. 
Recently  when  a friend  said  to  him,  “You’re  98 
years  old  now,  aren’t  you?”  our  alert  and  beloved 
Harry  replied,  “I’ve  lived  that  long,  but  I’m  not  that 
old.” 

The  organization,  designed  to  provide  services 
to  professionals  interested  in  the  study  and  treat- 
ment of  transsexualism  and  gender  dysphoria, 
sponsored  the  Seventh  International  Symposium 
at  Lake  Tahoe,  California,  in  March  1981. 

The  Association  will  hold  the  Eighth  Interna- 
tional meeting  September  16-19,  1983,  in  Bor- 
deaux, France,  sponsored  by  University  of 
Bordeaux  faculty  members.  Bordeaux  is  in  the 
center  of  the  wine-producing  chateau  vineyards 
and  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  height  of  the 
harvest!  Included  will  be  five  half-days’  presenta- 
tion of  scientific  papers:  two  days  devoted  to 
surgery  and  three  for  follow-up  studies  and  treat- 
ment, and  theoretical  diagnostic  considerations. 


AFTER  SURGERY,  WHAT? 

A grant  has  been  given  by  EEF  (Project  No. 
1000)  to  the  Gender  Dysphoria  Program,  Inc.,  for  a 
follow-up  study  of  100  post-operative  transsexual 
persons  who  were  patients  in  the  former  Stanford 
Medical  Center  Gender  Dysphoria  Program. 

Directed  by  Donald  R.  Laub,  M.D.,  this  premier 
scientific  study  of  former  patients  of  the  14-year 
program,  selected  anonymously  and  at  random  by 
computer,  will  produce  valuable  psychological 
and  sociological  information. 

A report  on  the  outcome  of  surgery  on  the  pa- 
tients will  be  presented  at  the  Bordeaux  meeting 
of  the  Harry  Benjamin  International  Gender 
Dysphoria  Association  in  September  1983. 

The  work  of  the  former  Stanford  program  is  now 
being  carried  on  by  Dr.  Laub,  Norman  Fisk,  M.D., 
and  Judy  Van  Maasdam  at  the  Gender  Dysphoria 
Program,  900  Welch  Road,  Palo  Alto,  CA  94302. 
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HUMAN/DOLPHIN  COMMUNICATION 

Walk  past  the  zebra,  the  elephants,  a llama,  at 
Marine  World/Africa  in  Redwood  City,  California, 
and  through  a chain  link  fence  gate,  and  you  will 
soon  meet  smiling  dolphins  Joe  and  Rosalie, 
disporting  themselves  in  the  blue  tanks  of  the 
Human/Dolphin  Foundation  Research  Center. 

Since  the  days  of  Aristotle  who  studied 
dolphins,  these  cetaceans  have  been  a source  of 
fascination  to  humans.  They  roam  most  of  the 
waters  of  the  planet  and  can  communicate  with 
one  another  over  miles,  living  in  emotionally  sup- 
portive families. 

The  main  purpose  of  current  research  on  dol- 
phins is  to  test  the  hypothesis  that  dolphins  are 
sentient,  intelligent  creatures  with  communica- 
tive capacities  beyond  our  own.  They  have  been 
known  to  rescue  drowning  sailors,  give  rides  to 
children  playing  in  the  ocean,  etc.  There  is  no 
record  of  a dolphin  ever  attacking  a person. 

RESEARCH 

For  some  time  the  Erickson  Educational  Foun- 
dation has  been  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Human/Dolphin  Foundation  founded  by  the  emi- 
nent scientist,  John  C.  Lilly,  M.D.  The  staff  has 
been  testing  the  JANUS  (Joint  Analog  Numerical 
Understanding  System)  computer  configuration 
as  a communicative  window  on  the  minds  of  the 
cetaceans. 

A mini-computer  is  used  to  put  whistles  into  the 
water  for  the  dolphin  to  hear  and  follow  direc- 
tions. For  instance,  the  English  word  “bow”  is  fed 
into  the  computer,  transposed  into  whistled 
“leap”  in  a sonic  whistle  code,  and  into  the  air  the 
dolphin  goes.  “Wave”  in  the  sonic  whistle  code 
leads  to  rolling  on  the  side  and  waving  the  fin. 
Each  response  is  rewarded  by  approval  and  a fish. 
They  know  what  is  wanted  although,  on  occasion, 
they  may  refuse  out  of  boredom,  possibly.

DIGITAL  VOICE  CODE 

EEF  awarded  a grant  to  the  research  of  the 
Human/Dolphin  Foundation  principal  investiga- 
tor, John  Kert,  for  the  development  of  the  Digital 
Voice  Code  System  for  the  dolphins  (Project 
2300).  Instead  of  whistles  they  are  exposed  to 
Digital  Voice  through  the  computer:  a pulse/click 
system  allowing  two-way  signaling  (communica- 
tion) between  human  and  dolphin  in  English. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Digital  Voice  System  the 
“frequency  barrier”  between  dolphins  and 
humans  has  broken.  Now  the  human  ear  can  hear 
directly  what  the  dolphins  are  vocalizing  and  the 
dolphins  can  hear  the  human  speech  sounds, 
somewhat  modified  but  still  comprehensible. 
When  the  dolphins’  click  modulation  comes  close 
enough  to  that  of  the  pulses  of  the  Digital  Voice, 
the  dolphins’  vocalizations  are  understandable  as 
an  English  word,  opening  the  way  to  two-way 
communications. 

EARLY  REPORT 

A recent  report  from  investigator  John  Kert 
states  that  teaching  sessions  now  consist  of 
repeating  names  of  dolphins  and  humans;  repeat- 
ing words  for  behaviors;  color  discrimination  (red 
and  white)  and  nonsense  syllables.  The  report 
states:  “The  dolphins’  pronunciaton  is  improving. 
However,  not  yet  ...  comprehensible  without  the 
human  word  preceding  it  (from  the  speaker  inves- 
tigator). Joe  and  Rosalie  did  learn  the  meaning  of 
three  works:  “OK”  for  yes  and  fish  reward; 
“SPEAKER,”  to  touch  the  speaker;  and  “STA- 
TION” to  come  to  the  station.  These  were  learned 
without  any  special  effort  to  teach  them.” 

This  two-way  communication  will  allow  more 
direct  feedback  from  dolphins  and  eventually  lead 
to  exploration  of  their  inner  “thinking,”  an  area 
not  yet  fathomed. 

The  very  fact  of  “hearing”  from  an  alien  species 
may  profoundly  influence  our  thinking,  in  perceiv- 
ing the  unity  and  uniqueness  of  this  planet, 
leading  to  respect  for  the  prevailing  life  force  on 
the  planet  and  perhaps  for  yet-to-be-found  life  in 
other  parts  of  the  universe. 

RELEASE  OF  DOLPHINS 

Upon  completion  of  current  research  activity  it 
is  planned  to  arrange  for  the  release  of  the 
dolphins,  Joe  and  Rosalie.  They  have  spent  more 
than  half  their  lives  in  captivity  and  there  will  have 
to  be  a transition  period  for  them  to  acclimate 
themselves  to  natural  environment. 

In  a carefully  selected  lagoon  bordered  by  a net, 
under  circumstances  that  will  meet  all  Govern- 
ment and  scientific  requirements,  they  will  begin 
to  communicate  with  other  dolphins  in  the  wild 
who  will  come  up  to  the  net.  They  will  have  to 
learn  how  to  chase  schools  of  live  fish  for  food 
instead  of  being  fed  dead  fish  as  heretofore. 
Research  can  continue  during  this  transition 
period. 
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FRUITION  — THEN  AND  NOW 

It  is  interesting  to  review  at  this  time  some  of 
the  developments  that  have  taken  place  in  a few 
of  the  activities  that  were  awarded  Erickson 
Educational  Foundation  grants  of  seed  money  in 
the  past. 

In  1973-75  a grant  was  given  to  a young  Colum- 
bia University  graduate  student  in  developmental 
psychology,  June  Reinisch.  Her  doctoral  thesis 
was:  “Long-Term  Effects  of  Prenatal  Exposure  to 
Hormones  in  Humans.”  Dr.  Reinisch  recently 
stated,  “The  Erickson  grant  was  my  first,  and  was 
the  beginning  of  my  career. 

Since  that  time  she  has  published  25  papers  on 
behavioral  endocrinology  in  professional  jour- 
nals, including  the  two  highly  prestigious  publica- 
tions, Science  and  Nature. 

The  distinguished  career  of  Dr.  Reinisch  has 
advanced  to  her  current  position  as  director  of 
The  Kinsey  Institute  for  Research  in  Sex,  Gender 
and  Reproduction,  Bloomington,  Indiana,  former- 
ly the  Alfred  C.  Kinsey  Institute  for  Sex  Research.

In  1967  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation 
awarded  a grant  toward  the  establishment  of  the 
Foundation  for  Mind  Research.  Directed  by  the 
husband-and-wife  team,  Jean  Houston,  Ph.D.  and 
Robert  E.L.  Masters,  Ph.D.,  the  Foundation  was 
engaged  in  research  in  non-drug  induced  altered 
states  of  consciousness  for  problem  solving  and 
creativity. 

Since  that  time  the  work  has  expanded  to 
include  the  application  of  current  brain  research 
to  education  and  neural  re-education.  The 
teaching  has  become  worldwide  with  frequent 
seminars  taking  place  in  Canada,  Sweden, 
Holland,  Egypt,  Greece,  China  and  India,  for 
example. 

The  team  has  published  a large  number  of  arti- 
cles in  popular  and  scientific  journals  and 
published  the  following  books:  Mind  Games; 
Listening  to  the  Body;  Life  Force,  and  The  Poss- 
ible Human.

In  the  early  1970’s,  Stanley  Krippner,  Ph.D.,  then 
director  of  the  Dream  Laboratory  at  the 
Maimonides  Medical  Center,  received  Erickson 
Educational  Foundation  grants  for  research  in 
dreams  and  travel  grants  to  the  USSR  and  Brazil. 
The  latter  grants  were  to  facilitate  contact  in 
these  countries  and  to  stimulate  interest  in  para- 
psychological  research. 

A worldwide  educator  now,  Dr.  Krippner  has 
visited  over  50  countries,  lecturing  and  in 
research  in  the  field  of  parapsychology  and  con- 
sciousness. For  ten  yeras  he  has  been  Dean  of 
Faculty  at  Saybrook  Institute  in  San  Francisco,  a 
graduate  school  in  psychology. 

Author  of  Song  of  the  Siren;  Dream  Telepathy 
(with  Montague  Ullman  and  Alan  Vaughn);  The 
Realms  of  Healing  (with  Alberto  Villoldo);  and 
Human  Possibilities,  Dr.  Krippner  has  published 
more  than  350  articles  in  professional  and  popular 
journals.  In  a recent  comment  he  stated,  “The 
Erickson  Educational  Foundation  was  an  impor- 
tant catalyst  in  facilitating  international  contacts 
for  myself  and  my  work.”

In  1972  a grant  was  awarded  by  the  Erickson 
Educational  Foundation  to  James  J.  Hurtak, 
Ph.D.,  for  parapsychological  research  and  folk- 
healing techniques  in  Mexico  and  Guatemala. 

Since  that  time  Dr.  Hurtak  has  widely  expanded 
his  work  in  the  field  and  has  helped  to  establish  a 
clinic  in  Mexico  and  research  facilities  in  New 
Age  medicine  in  Venezuela,  Brazil  and  Argentina. 
Particularly  interested  in  metaphysics  and  anthro- 
pological studies,  he  is  involved  in  the  healing 
strategies  of  the  Indian  people  and  spiritual  and 
scientific  unification  in  healing. 

Dr.  Hurtak  lectures  in  various  universities  in 
Europe  and  South  America,  as  well  as  in  this 
country,  especially  in  regard  to  advanced 
metaphysics,  traditional  medicine  and  New  Age 
healing  techniques  in  the  treatment  of  infants  and 
children.

ACUPUNCTURE 

At  a time  when  the  Western  medical  profession 
considered  the  ancient  Eastern  healing  art  of 
acupuncture  to  be  quackery,  the  Erickson  Educa- 
tional Foundation  supported  the  publication  of 
the  first  modern,  direct  Chinese-to-English 
translation  of  an  authoritative  textbook  on  this 
technique. 

More  than  fifteen  years  have  passed  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  see  that  acupuncture  has  developed 
into  a widely  studied  and  utilized  treatment  and  is 
no  longer  in  the  realm  of  ridicule  and  secrecy. 
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JANUS  INFORMATION  FACILITY 

In  1965  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation 
began  pioneering  work  in  the  field  of  gender 
dysphoria  (transsexualism)  supporting  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Gender  Identity  Clinic;  publication  of  two 
scientific  medical  texts,  research  studies; 
published  a variety  of  information  pamphlets  and 
conducted  a network  of  sources  for  persons 
needing  professional  help.  It  became  a major 
international  resource  factor  for  individuals  and 
professionals. 

In  1976  EEF  granted  permission  for  the  public 
information  distribution  and  research  to  be  taken 
over  at  the  Gender  Clinic  of  the  University  of 
Texas  Medical  Branch  in  Galveston,  Texas,  and 
the  Janus  Information  Facility  was  established  by 
Dr.  Paul  A.  Walker,  Gender  Clinic  director,  for- 
merly associated  with  Johns  Hopkins  Gender 
Clinic,  and  Zelda  R.  Suplee,  former  EEF  director. 

NOW  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

The  operation  of  the  Janus  Information  Facility 
was  transferred  to  California  when  Paul  Walker 
went  into  private  practice,  continuing  services 
there.  EEF  is  giving  ongoing  support  to  Janus,  in 
connection  with  Project  No.  1000. 

Dr.  Walker  is  called  upon  to  advise  lawyers, 
church  officials,  doctors,  librarians,  school  and 
college  teachers  and  students  on  the  subject  of 
gender  dysphoria.

Methods  of  alternative  healing  have  been  a 
source  of  deep  interest  to  the  Erickson  Educa- 
tional Foundation  since  its  inception.  EEF  Project 
No.  1200  is  designed  to  gather  information  on  the 
subject  of  traditional  medicine  in  China,  Mexico, 
Africa,  etc.,  as  well  as  alternative  methods  of 
healing  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere. 


INTERPLAST 

In  contributing  to  INTERPLAST  (EEF  Project 
1400),  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation  has 
become  a part  of  an  international  mercy  mission. 

INTERPLAST  (International  Plastic  Surgery) 
developed  from  a teaching  program  at  Stanford 
Medical  Center.  In  1965  Dr.  Donald  R.  Laub, 
Associate  Professor  and  Chief  of  Reconstructive 
Surgery,  operated  on  a Mexican  boy  born  with  a 
cleft  lip  and  palate  who  was  brought  to  the 
Medical  Center.  His  appearance  and  well-being 
improved  so  dramatically  that  Dr.  Laub  and  his 
associates  decided  to  provide  free  surgery  to 
children  in  need. 

It  resulted  in  sending  surgical  teams  and 
medical  associates  to  help  children  in  Latin 
America  and  developing  nations  in  communities 
where  needed  services  were  not  available. 

There  are  from  50  to  100  volunteers  in  INTER- 
PLAST. Usually  eight  trips  are  made  a year  to  six 
Latin-American  countries.  A start  has  been  made 
in  Lesutho,  Africa,  where  an  INTERPLAST  physi- 
cian spent  six  months. 

It  was  found  that  there  is  a higher  incidence  of 
severe  birth  defects  like  cleft  palates,  etc.,  in 
these  countries  outside  the  U.S.  Treatment  is  also 
given  to  underprivileged  children  who  have  been 
burn  and  accident  victims.  In  some  of  these  areas 
children  have  been  doomed  to  a life  of  hiding, 
ignorance  and  misery.  Thousands  are  now  able  to 
go  outside  without  bags  over  their  heads,  being 
pelted  by  stones,  and  to  attend  school. 

INTERPLAST  ON  TV 

A recent  TV  program  presented  the  saga  of 
eight-year-old  Tomas,  whose  face  had  been  badly 
disfigured  in  an  explosion  of  paint  thinner,  leaving 
scars  that  prevented  his  eyes  from  closing.  There 
has  been  much  improvement,  but  INTERPLAST 
will  be  treating  him  through  his  teens. 

THE  COURSE  IN  MIRACLES 

In  1976  EEF  funded  the  first  hardback  publica- 
tion of  the  three-volume  Course  in  Miracles,  a 
spiritually  inspired  study  utilized  in  the  field  of  re- 
orienting human  perception,  thought  and  relation- 
ships. (EEF  Project  No.  2500.) 

Since  then,  reports  the  Foundation  for  Inner 
Peace,  which  reprints  and  distributes  The  Course, 
11  editions  have  been  published;  22,000  sets  a year 
are  distributed.  There  are  now  142,000  books  in  print 
in  every  state  here  and  in  51  countries.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  there  are  a quarter  of  a million  students. 

Two  dozen  people  have  made  The  Course  their 
life  work  and  there  are  thousands  of  study  groups. 
A Spanish  translation  has  been  given  to  the  Foun- 
dation for  Inner  Peace  for  publication;  doctorates 
are  in  progress  and  tapes  will  soon  be  in  produc- 
tion through  other  sources. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  manifestation  and  con- 
sequences of  the  EEF  principle  of  seeding  worthy 
endeavors. 
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MARINE  MAMMAL  RESCUE 

The  recent  catastrophic  Pacific  storms  doubled 
the  number  of  stranded  or  distressed  seals  and 
sea  lions  rescued  and  transported  to  the  Califor- 
nia Marine  Mammal  Center  located  on  the 
grounds  of  an  abandoned  missile  base  in  the 
Marin  Headlands  north  of  San  Francisco. 

A private  non-profit  organization  under  the 
direction  of  Peigin  Barrett,  the  Center  functions 
largely  with  the  help  of  dedicated  volunteers  who 
hose  the  pens,  feed  herring  to  the  older  animals 
and,  to  the  young  ones,  a mixture  of  blended 
vitamins  and  fish,  ingested  through  a long  tube. 

Young  pups  and  oldster  pinni-peds  (animals 
with  flippers)  are  fed  and  given  loving  care, 
treated  medically  as  necessary  and  eventually 
released,  when  ready  for  return  to  the  wild. 

Through  a grant  from  the  Erickson  Educational 
Foundation  (Project  No.  2000),  staff  veterinarian 
Dr.  Leslie  A.  Dierauf  has  been  able  to  establish  a 
well-equipped  laboratory  and  facilities  for  a 
technical  training  program  for  volunteer  workers, 
and  to  improve  the  services  available  for  research 
and  the  rehabilitation  process.  The  program  is 
also  helping  to  acquire  new  medical  and  surgical 
data  for  public  scientific  dissemination. 


TREATMENT 

At  elephant  seal  pupping  season,  some  of  the 
very  young  ones  have  to  be  tube-fed  every  four 
hours  around  the  clock.  The  hard-working  but 
devoted  volunteers  might  intersperse  the  feed- 
ings with  taking  blood  counts  and  preparing  solu- 
tions to  test  chemistry  concentrations  in  the 
blood. 

The  length  of  treatment  and  rehabilitation  time 
varies,  of  course.  While  the  animals  are  given 
names  for  treatment  identification  (and  tagged  for 
post-release  monitoring)  it  is  mandatory  that  they 
are  not  treated  as  pets,  to  prevent  the  unwitting 
extension  of  their  stay  beyond  what  is  necessary 
for  their  care. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal  of  February  2,  1983, 
printed  a lengthy  front-page  article  on  the  Center 
headlined: 

“With  Help  Like  This 
Many  a Beached  Seal 
Can  Return  to  the  Sea 
“Aside  from  being  orphaned,  some  are 
suffering  from  gunshot  wounds,  catar- 
acts, propeller  cuts,  even  epilepsy  .... 
goal  is  to  make  them  well,  but  above  all, 
to  keep  them  wild.”
